2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1. 4-7, and 9-13 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Jeffress. Jeffress discloses a faucet comprising 
a spout having an internal passage and a thermostatic tempering device 16, 46 disposed in the passage. 

Claims 2, 3, and 8 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being' obvious over Jeffress. Jeffress discloses the claimed 
invention except for the type of tempering device. The type of tempering device used is a matter of obvious choice, because wax 
motors as tempering devices in mixing valves and water faucets per se are well known to one of ordinary skill in the art, and no 
criticality or unexpected results are seen or have been disclosed for the use of a wax motor instead of the temperature responsive 
spring 46. 

Claims 1-13 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
